Rl. STRIKE 15 


LONDON, Oct. 6.—With drama- 


tic suddenness in the quiet, of the 
London Sunday afternoon it was an- 
nounced to a group of.persons wait- 
ing in Downing street" that the great 
railwW strike, 
which 
appeared 


to have brought the country, almost 
to the brink of revolution, was set- 
tled, and that the strikers would 
su'me work'as quickly as possible. 


The official terms of settlement 


which are in the nature of a compro- 
mise, are as follow: 


"First—"Work shall 
be resumed 


immediately. 


"Second—Negotiations will be re- 


bumed on the 
understanding 
that 


they shall be completed before the 
end of- the year. 


Wages To Be Stabilized. 


"Third—Wages will be-stabilized 


as the present level until September 
30, 1020. and at any time after Au- 
gust 1, they may be reviewed in the 
light of.circumstances then existing.' 


"Fourth—No adult railway man 


in Great Britain shall receive less 
than 
fifty-one 
shillings 
c week, 


while the cost of living is 110 per 
cent above the pre-war level. 


"Fifth—The railway union agree 


that their men will work harmon- 
iously with the men who returned to 
work or who remained at work dur- 
ing the strike. There shall be no vic- 
timization -of strikers. 


"Sixth—Arrears, of wages will be 


paid on resumption of work " 


The settlement was the result of 


a long confeience to-day between a 
trade union delegation including rep- 
resentatives of the Railway Men's 
Union, and Premier Lloyd George 
and Andrew Bonar Law, In the fam- 
ous conference room 
in Downing 


Street. 
Prior to this there was a 


Cabinet meeting.

moderate, but determined, efforts of 


"possible avenue of mediation had 
been explored. 
' "

people. 


Whatever their musical value may 
be in the final estimation there is 
no gainsaying the fact that they are 
as typical of our country as are the 
Sousa -waltzes of the Vienna that 
once was 


And, 
though Sousa has won his 


reputation on these marches and his 
individual style as a, bandmaster, he 
is a musician of more serious cap- 
abilities. 
The elegy, "The Golden 


Star," which he played at his recent 
concert here, readily discloses this 
fact. 
This composition, written in 


memory of the fallen heroes of the 
recent war, is of a far more serious 
nature than usually.

which Japan proper is now govern- 
ed and with the klndheartedness in 
which Japan as a. people., abounds." 


Faith Is Expressed." 


The resolutions express faith that 


the Japanese 
government will in- 


augurate a. more just system? They 
add. "We bear testimony to the pas- 
sion for enlightenment which is au 
indomitable impulse thrughout the 
heart of the nation, and -which has 
brought about such general progress 
during the half century since Japan 
was opened to the world. 


"We have rejoiced in the many 


improvements 
brought 
about 
in 


Korea since that country came un- 
der the authority of the Japanese 
government. We do not wish to con- 
done any mistakes the Korean peo- 
ple may have made nor disregaid 
the inherent difficulty always at- j 
tached to such an administrative ' 
task as that in hand in Korea. 


Giie Moral Support. 


"But we vvish to give clear and 


public expression to our unmingled 
sympathy with those of the Korean 
people to whom recent troubles have 
brought cruel and unmerited suffer- 
ing. And we wish to give our moral 
support—and this is the chief rea- 
son for making this statement—to 
any steps looking to a reel and per- 
manent bettering of conditions m 
Korea."

Rotarians It Will Settle 


World Unrest. 


Rotarians and guests heard one 


of the most eloquent appeals for the 
ratification of the peace treaty yet 
made in Lima, when Rev. Fran'klin 
A. Stiles delivered a remarkable ad- 
dress at the luncneon, Monday. 


Rev. Franklin Stiles stated that 


he 'believed the treaty should be rati- 
fied at once, and had 'bait few reser- 
vations he wished made the principal 
one being a 
^ clear definition of the 


Monroe Doctrine. 


A stronse argument he made was 


that the statesmen now debating the 
treaty did not have a true conception 
of the mission of the Republic. He 
recalled that tho great Daniel Webs-

ical motive, but that they have fail- 
ed to get the right perspective of the 
part this country must hereafter play 
in the world's affairs- 


"America can no longer be bound- 


ed toy the oceans no more than you 
could keep the stars in'yooir 'back- 
yard," 
uras one of the 
speaker's 


forcible statements. 


Dr. Mosinian For It 


Dr. S. K. Mosiman, president of 


Bluffton College and recognized as 
one of 'the country's leading educa- 
tors, also spoke on the peace treaty 
and said that it was his hope that it 
would be ratified at once. He pre- 
dicted 15 years ago, after two and a 
half years of study in Germany, that 
the army that country had (built up 
and gloried in, would he the final 
cajuse of wrecking Germany. 


He assailed militarism and 
said 


that it was his greatest hope that 


America would not Mpouce milita- 
rism in even a email w*y. He said 
the peace treaty, carrying with it the 
league ot nations, is the world's 
greatest protection from Bolshevism 
and that once the treaty is passed all 
countries can settle down. 
He 


said that the problems of the world 
are not going to "be settled as long 
as men only want to work six hours, 
however, and that we must all do 
our indirldual part in getting the 
nation and the world back to pro- 
ductiveness. 


Dr. Hill Speaks 


Dr. John Wesley mil. noted New 


York orator and honorary member 
of the club, was present and when' 
called upon to speak said that he 
believed that the debate and thought 
put upon the treaty wore the best 
things that could happen. His ora- 
torical ability, admittedly wonder- 
ful, was brought into play, and indi- 
cated that he, while not exactly op- 
posing the treaty and the league of 
nations, ifelt it 
should "be revised. 


He offered no suggestions for im- 
iprovements, however.

PLANS TO RECLAIM 


STATE WASTE LAUD 


Engineer Miller Says 4,500 


Acres Can Be Restored 


at St. Mary's Lake. 


COLUMBUS, Oct. 6.-—A 
project 


whereby 4500 acres of waste land 
in Ohio, valued at more than $900,- 
000 can be reclaimed with compara- 
tively slight expense has been ad- 
vanced by John I. Miller, state Su- 
perintendent of public works. 


The land in question lies along 


the south shore of Lake St. Marys, 
Auglaize and Mercer counties, in 
western Ohio, in the midst of the 
most fertile corn producing belt in 
the world. 


At present it is a waste land. 


Properly drained it is highly produc- 
tive, and worth 1200 an acre 


These are the statements set forth 


by Superintendent Miler in bis an- 
nual report to the governor, together 
with the recommendation that tho 


general assembly at its next session 
enact legislation making reclamation 
of thla tract of land possible. 


"It Is an economic enterprise, 


which will put hundreds of acres 
Into a state of cultivation,' be says. 
"In these days of high cost of liv- 
ing any effort that contributes to de- 
creased cost of food-stuffs should 
commend itself to the 
thoughtful 


gtatemanship of our government.' 


The south shore of the lake, ac- 


cording to the report, is low and 
swampy for a distance of ten miles, 
and when the lake is at high levels 
thousands of acres of alluvial lands 
submerged and other thousands aro 
rendered useless even for pasturage, 
because they are continually satur- 
ated. 


These lands belong to the state 


except in a few instances where 
lands lying below flood levels have 
been sold to private individuals. 


Countless 
claims 
against 
the 


state for damages have 
resulted, 


while the land thus rendered useless 
adds nothing to tho value of the 
lake as fishing grounds, and the wo- 
ter lying upon It adds nothing to the 
capacity for storage purposes 
bo- 


cause it is so shallow. 


"It Is merely one vast swamp, the 


abode of frogs and -water snakes, Ihe 
habitat of cat-tails and razor edged 


sedges and the breeding place toe 
clouds of inosquHoa and other water 
vermin," Mr. Miller relates. 


The survey made by the depart- 


ment of public works, the scperin- 
tendent said today, has been com- 
pleted with the idea of working out 
a reclamation scheme whereby this 
vast tract of fertile land can be 
placed in a tillable condition and at 
least afford grazing lands where ten 
day there is only a wilderness.

Of this amount 376,000,000 pesos 


represents exports from Mexico and 
164,000,000 pesos represents im- 
ports. Pre-rious to the current fis- 
cal year, the banner period of Mex- 
ican-United States business was in 
1911, when 102,000,000 pesos worth 
of goods were exported from Mexico 
and 145,000,000 pesos worth were 
imported. 


"Deducting amounts representing 


petroleum exportations which 
are 


not considered in the ordinary run 
of commercial business, and for in- 
creased values of goods, these fig- 
ures indicate clearly that trade is 
increasing," 
said 
Mr. 
Saunders.

The over-distent ion of the stom- 


ach by eating excessively of sugar 
or starch, which ferment and cause 
an evolution or gases, all cause these 
paroxysms. 


Very obstinate hiccoughing arises 


when "perltoritis" or Inflanmtations 
inside the stomach walls are taking 
place. Therefore, when maladies of 
the lungs, such as pneumonia or tu- 
berculosis extend into the abdomen, 
when the liver, the "diaphragm" it- 
self, the kidneys, the appendix or 
other nearby tissues become covered 
with matter and other foreign sub- 
stances, persistent hiccoughs which 
endures for weeks may appear. 


Slight attacks of hiccoughing may 


be cured by drawing a deep breath 
and then holding it aa long as you 
can. This causes a tone or rigidity 
of the "diaphragm" partition, which 
remains contracted beyond the in- 
tervals of hiccuping.
